Puerto Rico 


RESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S proposal now 
before Congress to grant Puerto Ricans 
the right to elect their Governor should 
receive the support of the win-the-war 
forces in this country. It is a partial recog- 
nition of the immediate and pressing neces- 
sity of recognizing the right of self-determi- 
nation for the Puerto Rican nation. 

The proposed reform, however, does not 
answer the unanimous petition of the In- 
sular Legislature, which requested Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the U. S. Congress to 
put an end to the colonial status and recog- 
nize the right of the people demoratically to 
determine their own political destiny. Nor 
does the President’s proposal reflect the full 
spirit of the Atlantic Charter which, as he 
has emphasized, applies to all parts of the 
world. . 

The immediate and full application of the 
principles of the Charter to Puerto Rico is 
not a post-war but a war necessity for the 
American people. Involved is not only the 
strengthening of our bonds with the Puerto 
Rican people for the purposes of mutual 
security, but the extension and reinforce- 
ment of democratic friendship with all of 
Latin America. 


The recognition now of Puerto Rica’s in- 
dependence would also have world-wide re- 
percussions in giving a lead to the settle- 
ment of other pressing problems in the 
spirit of the Charter, especially India. 

The proposal for an elective governor, 
therefore, cannot be accepted as a “settle- 
ment of the Puerto Rican question. It is 
an important reform measure which should 
be supported, while placing the main 


emphasis upon immediate and complete 
independence. 


Poll Tax Fight 


B NEW²s for the poll tax system which 

deprives millions of southern whites and 
Negroes of the right to vote, is the an- 
nouncement of a Congressional committee 
to launch a fight for the Marcantonio anti- 
poll tax bill. ; 

The new committee of eight members 
crosses all party lines. It has already suc- 
ceeded in getting nearly 50 of the required 
218 signatures for a debate and action in 
the House. 

There is no reason why there should not 
be a rapid securing of the remaining signa- 
tures, since scores who signed the petition 
last year in Congress have not yet signed, 
and as for the others, their constituents 


‘undoubtedly approve the abolition of the 


undemocratic poll tax. 
The poll tax system protects a number 
of reactionaries in Congress who are blocking 
the war effort. Its repeal would not only help 
the war by notifying the world that America 
is removing one of the relics of dis- 
crimination aimed at the Negro people; it 
would also remove some of the most active 
disrupters of the war effort now operating 
with impunity in leading Congressional com- 
mittees.
